LEAGUE OF WOMEN VOTERS 


The success of democratic government depends on the 
individual citizen. 

It doesn't make too much difference who uttered these 
words of wisdom. The important fact is that they are true.... 
and that in just a few short weeks, the citizens of the West 
End, along with thousands of other Californians will have 
an opportunity to make them come true again. 

Because the success of government depends on what the 
citizen does and doesn’t do and on decisions he makes 
or fails to make, the League of Women Voters has prepar- 
ed a pamphlet giving the voter the pros and cons on ithe 
12 propositions to be voted upon on November 8, 

Beginning today the Daily News-Herald will publish a 
series of articles gleaned from this pamphlet. 

We: believe they will be impartial. The League of Wom- 
en Voters carefully guards its non-partisanship. Although 
it may take action on governmental measures and policies 
in the public interest, the league doesn't support or oppose 
any political party or candidate. 

It must be remembered. however, that personalities and 
politics are always present. 

The League of Women Voters may ignore them but 
they are still there. 

To guard againsi politics, league officers cannot hold 
prominent party positions and must resign if they accept 
major party responsibilities, 

Leagues may also be disqualified for partisan activity.

SUNKIST BLASTS TARIFF CUTS 

LOS ANGELES (UP)—The California Fruit Growers Exchange 
last night charged a body blow was dealt to the Chalifornia-Ariz- 
ona lemon industry this summer by the world tariff conferences of 
31 nations at Annency, France. F. R. Wilcox, assistant general mana- 
ger of the exchange, reported the assembled nations agreed to cut 
the United States duty on lemons by 50 per cent, or almost $1 a box 
from the previous level in effect since 1930., Wilcox pointed out it 
now costs California lemon growers an averpge of $6.35 to deliver a 
box of lemons in the east.

Smith in Try to 
Block Airport 
Improvement Bid 


Ontario International Airport is going to have its face (or 
rather runway) lifted in the next two weeks, over the stead- 
fast opposition of Councilman Oregon Smith. 

Last night the Ontario City Council voted three to one to 


award contracts totalling $2700 for repainting of runway stripes 
o-_—_—_—_———— 


at the airport. 

Airport Manager George San- 
ford appeared before the coun- 
cil to ask that the contract be 
awarded, 

“It is work which must be done,” 
Sanford said, ‘‘before any major 
airline can be certified for sched- 
uled flights from the air field.” 
CAA REQUIREMENT 

“The Civil Aeronautics Authori- 
ty requires those lines be painted 
to guide airplanes onto the fields. 
If we don’t get those lines paint- 
ed Western Airlines won’t be able 
to come in here on schedule. 

“We have markings on the run- 
way now, but they were painted 
by the army almost eight years 
ago and they’ve all faded out. Be- 
sides many of them are not regu- 
lation because there have been a 
lot of new regulations since 1941 
and 1942.” 

Councilman Oregon Smith voic- 
ed immediate opposition to the 
$2,700 expenditure. 

TOO MUCH TO AIRPORT 

“T think we’ve given too much 
money to the airport already,” 
Smith said. “We are always be- 
ing called on to loan money to the 
airport from the general fund. 
And I don’t think they’re loans 
I think they’re gifts. 

“I don’t think we're going to 
get the money back and I don’t 
like pouring money down a rat- 
hole. We spend more money and 
we don’t get any back.” 

Opposition to Smith’s stand 
came from Councilman Miller 
Dietz.’ 

FOLLOW ME 

“We're getting all set to put the 
airport on a paying basis,” said 
Dietz “and I don’t believe we 
should throw the oars away just 
when our boat’s starting to move. 

“Tf Councilman Smith would fol- 
low me around some week and 
see all the possibilities the air- 
port committee has lined up I be- 
lieve he would change his mind. 

“Yes,” said Smith “and if Dietz 
would follow me around he’d hear 
a lot of protests.”

Proposition | Would Aid Needy Schools 


Proposition One on the ballot 
this year is one of particular in- 
terest to parents of school age 
children. 

It provides for the issuance and 
sale of bonds to provide loans and 
grants to needy school districts 
for school sites and buildings. 

Here is roughly what is cover- 
ed by the proposition. It provides 
for the issuance of $250,000,000 
worth of school bonds. 

This sum is to be. used to pro- 
vide loans and grants to school 
districts of the state under regu- 
lation of the legislature. The mon- 
ey will.also be used to pay ex- 
penses of the bond issue. 
LEGISLATIVE CONTROL 

The whole system of bond float- 


ing and dispensing of money is 


to be regulated by the legislature. | 


Previously all scnool bond fi- 
nancing had to be prepared by 
the action of voters of each dis- 
trict with the exception, recently 
of direct grants by the state to 
the tune of $55,000,000 in the past 
two years. 

Of the money to be raised in the 
bond issue $50,000,000 may be 
spent ‘at once with an ailowance 
of $5,000,000 to be spent each 
month after that.

Wine Consumption 
Stays Up in U.S. 


Apparent consumption of Cali- | 
; fornia wines throughout the Unit- 
ed States totaled 9,079,221 gallons 
in August, the second-highest 
figure for the month on record, 
according to the monthly sum- 
mary prepared by the Wine Insti- 
tute for the Wine Advisory board. 

This was 18 per cent above the 
7,690,645 gallons shipped by Cali- 
fornia wineries in August, 1948, 
and raised the total for the eight- 
month period since January 1 to 
71,139,320 gallons, a 7 per cent 
increase over the 66,616,115 gal- 
lons recorded for the same months 
of last year. 

The August, 1949, total includ- 
ed 1,624,085 gallons of table wines, 
7,428,229 gallons of dessert wines, 
and 29,907 gallons of sparkling 
wines.
